Coach Tony Teresa’s chagr- 
ers put forth a gallant effort 
to down the Tigers, but a wet 
field, numerous penalties and 
referee decisions gave Reedley

Penalties especially ruined 
several Panther drives as a 
whopping 131 yards of real es- 
tate was marched off by flag 
throwing officials. Reedley 
was penalized a mere 32 yards 
with the majority coming at 
the end of the contest. 

Reedley was the first to draw 
blood in’ the championship 
game. However, it came fol- 
lowing a call which officials 
overruled what appeared to be 
a fumble recovery by Hart- 
nell. Chris Elliott and Steve 
Whitted blasted Tiger QB Ron 
Siebert on a pass rush which 
caused him to lose the ball and 
Elliott cover the pigskin, but 
the play was ruled as an in- 
complete pass.

In the third period Eddie 
Lopez, Gerard and Choate were 
all instrumental in gaining yard- 
age to give Hart its next big 
offensive threat. The Panther 
offensive machine ground out 
yardage all the way to the 
Ram one where it was 4th and 
goal. : 

From there, behind solid 
line blocking, Gerard took 
Terea’s hand-off and followed 
Choate apparently into the end 
zone, not to mention at least 
a Ist down. Officials ruled 
Gerard was stopped on_ the 
six-inch line and that was that. 
Strangely nobody thought to 
check the first down marker 
for the first down as everyone 
was probably too excited about 
the referee’s ruling. 

Reedley later got on the 
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20-10 


scoreboard on an 80-yard drive 
that was capped by a 16-yard 
run by Ray Scott. Siebert’s 
kick was blocked by hard- 
charging Steve Jaurigue for the 
13-3 count. 

The Panthers’ move to re- 
taliate quickly was cut short 
when the Rams’ Mike Eaton in- 
tercepted QB Teresa’s pass.
